Hucklow, each Whitsuntide. These meetings are not just 
business routine, but really exciting events when the Y.P.L. 
looks back on the results of the past year’s effort, and forward 
to plan the year ahead. At each Annual Meeting some topic 
of the day is discussed; last year it was the Commission’s 
Report on the Work of the Churches. And we hope soon 
to revive the Y.P.L. camps—we have our own site at Kinver, 
Worcestershire. Last year some Y.P.L. members were guests 
at a youth camp in Denmark, this being a part of the
